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ACC  denies  Saturday  commencement

On  Wednesday,  November  3, 
the  All  Collie  Committee  (ACQ 
met  to  discuss  prcqmsals  dealing 
with  academic  policies  and  the  date 
for  which  commencanent  is  sched- 
uled. Certain  proposals  were  tabled 
due  to  lack  of  clarity,  and  a  request 
for  the  reconsideration  of  the  May 
28  scheduling  of  graduation  cer- 
emonies was  denied. 

At  the  request  of  many  members 
of  the  Jewish  faith,  the  President 
proposed  that  ACC  could  consider 
chffliging  the  date  of  graduation. 
This  brought  about  a  dilemma  that 
involved  the  nature  of  a  public  insti- 
tution vases  the  provisions  made  to 
students  of  any  particular  faith. 

The  proWems  with  changing  the 
date  of  graduation  were  vast,  ac- 
cording to  the  ACC.  The  group 
discussed  the  impossibility  of  satis- 
fying the  requests  of  any  one  reli- 
gious group  because  these  religious 
groups  each  regard  diffoent  days  of 
the  week  as  sacred  and  holy.  In 
addition,  a  weekday  commence- 
ment would  be  impractical  because 
itwouldbedifficultforfamilymem- 
bers  to  attend. 

Barry  Light,  Chair  of  the  ACC, 
said  that  the  committee  has  dealt 
with  similar  problems  before.  The 
original  afternoon  graduation  had  to 
be  changed  to  a  morning  one  be- 
cause some  graduates  would  attend 
the  ceremonies  intoxicated. 

Due  to  the  "last  minute"  factor 


that  surrounds  this  issue,  the  request 
wasdenied.  The  ACCsaidthatitdid 
not  by  any  means  intend  to  insult  or 
displease  any  religious  gmvap,  but 
this  problem  was  too  short-noticed 
and  open-ended  to  solve.  They  did 
agree,  however,  that  these  argu- 
ments would  be  considered  in  the 
future  when  determining  the  date  of 
commencement. 

Another  proposal  submitted  by 
President  \bra  involved  allowing 
the  admission  at  Junior  status  any 
graduate  finom  one  of  the  fifteen 
Massachusetts  Community  Col- 
leges with  a  2.5  cumulative  average 
or  higher.  This  would  allow  these 
students  to  forego  some  required 
classes  toobtain  abachelor's  degree 
in  two  years  of  study  at  FSC  The 
proposal  pointed  out  that  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst 
currently  offers  such  a  program. 

Due  to  a  lade  of  clarity,  a  third 
proposal  which  concerned  the  grade 
point  average  of  students  within 
their  majors  was  dismissed.  The 
proposal  recommended  the  follow- 
ing ideas:  that  students  maintain 
a25  average  in  their  major,  that 
departments  only  acx^t  students 
with  a  2.0  overall  average,  students 
conplete  their  curriculum  with  an 
2.0  overall  average  and  a  25  aver- 
age in  their  major  within  eight  con- 
secutive academic  years,  and  stu- 
dents with  under  a  2.0  average  for 
any  two  school  years  be  dismissed. 
The  proposal  also  noted  that 
ACCESS  stixlents  would  be  ex- 
empt fixxn  these  policies,  and  that 


their  status  would  be  determined  by 
the  ACCESS  director. 

The  proposals  were  motioned  to 
be  sent  back  to  President  Mara  so 
that  each  aspect  could  be  rewritten 
to  be  a  separate  proposal.  The  Aca- 
demic Policies  Committee,  a  subdi- 
vision of  the  ACC,  will  furtho-  dis- 
cussthisattheir  November  17meet- 
ing. 

The  ACC  meets  on  the  first 


Wednesday  of  every  month  to  dis- 
cuss issues  andproposals  that  essen- 
tially encompass  every  aspect  of 
student  life.  The  committee  is  di- 
vided into  four  subcommittees 
which  deal  with  the  more  specific 
areas  of  these  issues.  Members  of 
the  ACC  include  studoits,  faculty, 
and  administration. 

The  group  is  planning  cm  sending 
meeting  notices  to  all  members  of 


the  college  community  so  that  any- 
one who  wants  to  attend  can.  Stu- 
dents also  have  the  right  to  submit 
proposals  to  the  ACC,  individually 
or  within  an  organization,  concern- 
ing anything  that  they  might  want 
changed  or  considered. 

The  next  ACC  meeting  will  be 
on  December!.

Zide  said  that  the  committee  is 
still  trying  to  pursue  the  scheduling 
of  Hillary  ClmtCMi  (or  the  convoca- 
tion. Ste  said  Clinton  has  not  de- 
clined the  school's  offer,  she  sim- 
ply doesnotscheduleeventsthatfar 
in  advance.  "If  Hillary  Clinton 
ccxnes  h^e,  we're  going  to  have  to 
be  c^Kn  to  the  geaieral  public,"  said 
Zide,  who  added  that  some  people 
think  that  if  Clinton  doesn't  ccxne, 
they'll  have  trouble  filling  Weston 
AuditcHium. 

Zide  also  said  that  the  commitiee 
has  tried  to  get  WBZ-TV  4's  Liz 
Walker  fcr  the  ccmvocation,  but 
Walker  (toes  not  schedule  ha  ac- 
tivitiesfortheyear  until  January  1  of 
that  year.

Disability  Services  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  cunently 
servesover  144identifiedpersons 
with  a  wide  range  of  dis^ilides, 
including  stirirats  with  visual, 
hearing,  and/cr  mobility  impair- 
ments, learning  disabilities,  men- 
tal iUness,  A&S,  medical  dis- 
abilities and  students  involved 
with  drug  and  akx)hol  rehabilita- 
tioti  As  each  individual's  needs 
are  known,  services  are  ad- 
equately siq^lied. 

The  coo'dinalcx'  of  the  pro- 
gram, Detaa  Ifaton,  meets  with 
students  to  discuss  their  disability 
and  to  set  goals  fcx'  dieir  acad^nic 
care^  as  well  as  to  encourage 
them  to  participate  in  specialized 
fxograms  such  as  pe^  siq)poit 
groips,  individual  content  tutor- 
ing, the  Peer  Assisted  Study  Ses- 
sions (PASS),  and  study  skills 
fspgrams  designed  to  assist  than 
with  their  acatonic  needs. 

The  college  has  been  making 
drastic  changes  to  accommodate 
and  service  a  variety  of  students 
with  disabilities.  Fitchburg  Stale 
College  has  hired  a  fiill  time  cocff- 
dinaiOT  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students.  The  ^lysical  access  to 
the  campus  has  beai  impt)ved  as 
well.  Over  $100,000  this  past 
year  has  been  used  to  makebuild- 
ings  mcxe  accessible  and  to  pro- 
vide ad^ve  furnishings  in  the 
classroom  and  the  hhtary. 


FSC  has  also  made  a  commit- 
ment to  students  with  disabilities 
by  providing  financial  suppoit 
toward  an  Adaptive  QxnixitCT 
Lab.  This  lab  ccxitains  software 
and  hardware  to  aocommodale 
students  with  a  variety  of  disabili- 
ties. Some  of  the  equipmatt  in- 
cludes a  scann^  that  recognizes 
textpint,  voice  synthesizer  "talk- 
ing computas",avoice-activated 
computer  for  those  unable  to  type 
on  a  keyboard,  a  braille  pinter, 
and  an  enlarged  screen  program 
fcH°  students  with  visual  impair- 
ments. Also,  FSC  has  recently 
been  awarded  a  grant  fixxn  the 
Univosity  of  Massachusetts  at 
Boston.  ThisgrantisfOT$15,000 
andwillbeusaltofintherfundthe 
Adaptive  Computer  Lab.  Be- 
cause of  the  lab,  all  pinted  mate- 
rials for  the  college  are  now  avail- 
able in  large  pint  and  Ix^e. 

Providing  these  services  al- 
lows those  in  our  society  with 
disabilities  to  compete  with  those 
whodonothavedtsabUities.  This 
is  not  done  through  granting  ex- 
emptions to  these  people,  but  by 
allowing  them  to  receive  accom- 
modations that  give  them  the 
same  opxHtunity  to  learn  as  oth- 
ers. ApersMi  who  graduates  from 
FSC  with  a  disability  often  has  to 
work  even  hard^  than  students 
who  do  not  have  any  disabilities. 
Garret  Conrad  was  one  of 
these  students.  Conrad  attended 
Fitchburg  State  until  last  spring. 
Conrad  nev^  had  the  chance  to 


eam  his  degree,  which  he  was 
well  on  his  way  to  doing.  Conrad 
died  in  i^^jril  of  1993. 

He  was  a  quadriplegic  since 
1986,  when  he  bnjce  his  neck  in 
an  automobile  accident  Hesuf- 
faed  a  stndce  one  we^  after  the 
accident  and  lost  the  ability  to 
breathe  without  a  respirator.  Af- 
\er  his  accidoit,  Conrad  gradu- 
ated from  Lunenburg  High 
School  in  the  summa  of  1991. 
Before  his  injury,  Qxirad  was  a 
competitive  downhill  skier,  a 
member  of  the  high  school  tennis 
andgolf  teams,andcoached  in  the 
local  youth  soccer  league. 

AftCT  his  accident,  Conrad 
transfenred  much  of  this  energy 
into  succeeding  in  school,  ffe 
was  a  ccHTiputer  programming 
major  and  planned  to  attend 
graduate  school  befae  entaing 
the  job  maik^  Conrad  was  an 
inspirational  student  to  the  ^tire 
FSC  community.  He  showed 
othCTs  that  they  too  could  over- 
come their  disabilities  and  live  a 
fruitfiil,  iKXxluctive  life. 

It  is  his  ovCTComing  ^irit  that 
we  at  FSC  want  to  keq)  alive 
Ihrougji  the  establishmOTt  of  a 
scholarship  in  Conrad's  name. 
This  scholarship  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  a  student  at  Fitchburg 
Stale  College  with  the  ajpirent 
overwhelming  challenge  of  adis- 
ability  and  financial  n^d.  In  this 
way,  the  scholarship,  which  is 
being  established  in  the  name  of 
one  who  ovezcame  tremendous

odds,  can  gotoaidanother  Student 
in  a  similar  situation.

When  IS.OOOof  these  leaers^>pearon  the  leader'sdesk,  he/she 
feek  pressure  from  the  wwld  ccmimunity,  and  changes  are  made. 
Sometimes,  a  prisoner  is  allowed  to  be  fed,  sometimes  the  toture  steps, 
other  times  the  jHiscxia  is  allowed  a  visit  by  a  lawyer  ot  family.

Matthew  Swe^  Altaed  Beast-  In  the  old  days,  peq)le's  occiq)a- 
tional  titles  were  simple.  No  petroleum  tran^rt  engineois,  neuro- 
physicalifragilists  or  the  like.  Whateva  you  did,  a  "smitfi"  was 
added,  and  voile,  you  had  a  title. 

If  Matthew  Sweet  lived  back  then,  it'snodoubttheplacard  in  Sont 
of  his  ofGce  would  read  "Matthew  Sweet,  Songsmith."  Sweet's 
fourth  release.  Altered  Beast,  is  a  masterful  compilation  of 
songwriting  paowess.  Each  song  is  a  veritable  primer  of  how-to- 
write-a-smart-pop-numbCT,  each  enc^sulating  an  emotion  or 
thought  in  its  entirety  within  the  song's  three  and  a  half  minute  life 
span. 

Sweet's  last  release,  GirlMend,  was  much  like  Beast  in  its 
masterM  technique,  but  the  moods  on  these  two  albums  are  as 
different  as  Calculus  and  Health  and  Fitness.  Beast  opens  with 
'T>inosaur  Act",  an  amophous  numbCT  poclaiming  Sweet's  return 
to  the  scene.  Otha- hi^ghtsinclude"Some<xietoMltheTrigga", 
"Ugly  Truth  Rock",  and  "In  Too  Deq)". 

If  you're  lodcing  for  an  album  that  conveys  a  wide  swath  of 
emotions  without  getting  too  fluffy  ot  too  deep,  this  is  one  fcr  you. 
Also,  if  you  are  a  fen  of  incredible  guitar  playing  and  think  Richie 
Sambora  or  Zakk  Wilde  "got  nothin'",  check  out  Sweet's  resident 
master  strummer,  Robert  Quine  (ex-Lou  Reed,  Richard  Hell  and  the 
Voidoids).  Other  guests  on  this  album  include  Nicky  Hc^ikins  on 
keys  and  Mick  Fl^twood  oi  pCTcussion. 

Johnny  Qegg  and  Savuka:  Heat,  Dust,  and  Dreams-  OK,  this  is 
the  way  it  is.  Political  axrectness  abounds  on  campuses  and  in  all 
mediafams.  Within  thisreleaseliesapotentiallysticky  PC  situalicMi, 
but  included  in  this  review  is  a  solution  that  can  be  ^plied,  well, 
evCTywhCTe. 

This  band  fix)m  South  Afiica  unites  three  black  musicians  with 
three  white  cmes.  Their  songs  often  start  out  with  an  African  beat 
(don't  all  rock  and  roll  songs?)  ot  melody,  and  thai  the  pq^ier 
elemeaits  come  in.  Songs  on  Heat,  Dust  and  Dreams  combine  lyrics 
like  "Lomhlaba  unzima  lomhlaba"  (This  wcrld  is  a  harsh  place,  this 
worid)  with  "WhOT  I  hold  you,  I  tremble  insid^Can  we  nde  out  the 
stwm?" 

The  pranise  fa*  this  band  and  for  this  album  is  an  admirable  one: 
black  and  white  musicians  fiom  South  Afiica  uniting  to  show  the 
univasality  of  music  and  art,  regardless  of  coIot  or  creed.  The 
problem?  The  music  sucks.  The  majcrity  of  these  songs  end  up 
sounding  like  Rick  Springfield  circa  "Jesse's  Giri"  as  the  African 
flavor  is  lost  about  15  seconds  into  the  song.  Any  attempxatasoious 
tc^c  is  nulled  by  the  lacklusto-  arrangement 

You  ask,  "What  does  that  have  to  do  with  PC?"  Well,  in  Vseratare 
anyway,  there  are  rallying  cries  to  shake  xsp  the  canon  and  include 
mae  multicultural  wcxks.  The  notion  of  this  is  not  a  problem.  The 
problem  lies  in  the  feet  that  this  canonical  revolution  is  carried  out 
with  such  fCTvorthaloftenthemostimportantquestionor'Isitagood 
work  of  art?"  is  left  out  That  should  be  the  test  of  all  litaature,  art, 
music-  not  who  wrote  it,  drew  it,  sang  it,  et  al. 

So,  while  Johnny  Qegg  and  Savuka  are  to  commended  cm  an 
ideological  level  fcr  such  a  noble  endeavw,  oa  a  musical  level,  they 
have  a  long  way  to  go.
